CT At Ibe close of »n arUcie m Thursday’s 
paper, we said that Mr. Clay clearly sa»-, lu 
1850, that toe whig party was about to be abo- 
litidiiized, and that he soucded the alErm like 
an honeat man, and a sincere (need to the 
South and to ihe Union. We esve an txtreci 
from his speech in Frankfort, in 1850, in which 
he tTOved kisdeUrmination to qnit the whif; 
party if the event anticipated should happen. 
It dtd happen. The whig party v>is, in effect, 
■bolitionized. For, in due lime, Seward and 
hia higher law faction in the S ates of New 
York, Pennsylvanis, and Oaio, brought for ward 
Gen. Scott, as their candidate for Itte Presiuea 
cy, in opposition to Pilimore and Webster, 
woo, in consequence of their devotion to the 
Compromise and the Union, are locked to as 
candidatea for that cllise by the who!® whig 
parly South, and by all the Union whigs of the 

North. 

About this time, Gen. Scott was written to 
for hiS opinions upon the great questions pend 
*ng before the c.»untry, but he declined giving 
any, for fear he sai l, of "diagasting the public 
by mere paper professions.” 

This was indeed a trying t'm?. The compro- 
mise was und- rgoiog an ordeal before the Ameri- 
can people, and it was expected and dcniandt-d 
that its friends every where should speak out 
in plain and dec! led terns. Mr. Fillmore and 
Mr. Webater, Gen. Scott’s competitors for the 
whig norriisstion, were, by both word and act, 
committed in favor of the compromise in all 
its psrtf, aad the abolitionists were down upon 
them for it. Gen Scott would not hezard the 
loss of their friendship and support by speaking 
out on the fugitive slave bill. Things were in 
this slate wheu the whig convention met at 
Baltimore on the K> h of June. Then the 
whole of the anti-compromise whigs of the 
North, making a great mujiiity of the Northern 
Whigs, were seen voting, day after day, in solid 
phalanx, for Sootl; m hile every S mthern whig, 
and every Uoion whig from the .North, voted 
through fifty thrre consecutive baliotings, for 
either Fillinore or Web ter; unSj!, nt length, 
a few of IheSi'jtuern deleg<les, proving fa se 
to their price pVs, to Iheir src ion, «n 1 to the 
Union, weut over the Sev/ardites end gave 
Scott the nomiuatioD upon the a.<i: uiasce, as 
they pretended, that the General, afu.r being 
nom'inated, would write a letter and come out 
fully and unequivocally or toe co .ipiomist. 
That letter bar never been wiiUtu by Gcji ral 
Scutt, and no one txpec's it ever will be. Tbr 
coavention upo.i m-^xicg the nomination, adopt, 
ed resolutions approving the compromise as a 
settlement of the slavery q-jestion. But Gen 
etui Scott, in accepting the non.iuctior, takes 
special care not to approve the p atform. He 
Bays, ”1 eccept the uouiiiia'ion \Aith the resolu 
tions annexed.” Not a wurd or svdaLle is here, 
about o/<;*r«r’ng the p’aiform. Pierce, Kug, 
and Grahsm, were ail parucuiar lu use the word 
“approve,” whiie Gen. Scott avoided it. Ilis 
accrp'.ing the nomination <«ilh the resolutions 
annexed, simply rtetnt, that he takea it with 
the lucumbrsnce, as a man would take apiece 
of laud under mortgage. He took the nomiua- 
tion with the resolutions annexed, because he 
coQid not get it without. Does anv one donbl 
this? Look at the course of his chief suppor- 
ters. ’fbey say they despise and fpit upon the 
platform. They have got the Duminee, and 
they care nothing for the platform It was, at ‘ 
beat, but a contrivance to gull aud deceive the 
■outhern delehates. ; 

The Sewardites claim an anti aiavrry triumph 
in the nomination of Gen. Scott. They avow, 
their purpose to repeal the fugitive a ave law, ' 
■ cd while they say fsee Thadeus Siephtn’a 
speech) that the friecda of the fuguive bit! 
“a«B rr/jf mail impUeilty upan Oenrral /■’»erc»” 
for the exercise of the vcD iu favor of maiu- , 
taming the fugitive slave law, they say that the 
Soalh ‘•cannot rrly upon General Scott” to 
meet a repeal of that law with the veto. They 
tell us that ‘•the present position of General ■ 
Scott ig antagonislical to the further exicaaiou 
of slavery.” and, on the other hand, that “a I 
•f Fierce' o votes in Coi gress, and all his pub- 
tic acts emery where p-oclmm him the chimpion 
•f slavery,*’ Now what does all this amouat 
toT If, lo the abtenee of any thing, even a am- 
gle word from Gen. Scott’s pen, approving the 
fugitive aiave law or the comproaiise, we look 
at the viewa, the opinions and the purposes ol: 
those who nominated him, and who are now] 
hia most Zi^alous aupportera, if there is truth in 
the adage, “show us his company and we will 
tell you the man,” then General Scott sympa- 
thizes with the anti-slavery party of the United 
Slates; ii their candidate for the Presidency > ' 
aad u. and will be, subservient to their designs, | 
and ought not* therefore, to receive the vote o* j 
any democrat, nor that of a single pro slavery | 
or Union whig. 

A conaideralle portion of the latter may vote 
for him through ignorance of his political opin- 
ions and associations, or from that old and set ' 
tied faoatility to the dcmocrals. But there ate! 
not a few among the reading, r< fleeting, and 
truly independent portion of the old whig par - 1 
ty, who will do, as there can be no duabt Mr. { 
C ay would have done had be lived; that is, I 
not only withhold their support from Geo. 
Scott, but give both their votes and their ieflu 
cnee to Pitroe — a man wholly unseclioDal in hia 
viewa and (eelinga. and who hat never bowed 
the knee to the Baal of abolition. 

We repeat it, the whig party ia no more. 
There wat such a party once. It waa a nation- 
al party, and as such, it was eonaidered a re- 
apecuble parly. But now it has ceased to be 
a naUooal orgamzaUon, and haa degenerated 
**inU> a ooutempUbie abolition party .” it has 
lost ita ebaraeur, and it should change ita name.
